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THE  STORY  BEHIND  THE  COIN

CARACALLA  -  COMPARED  TO  HIM, 
VALENS  WAS  A  SAINT! 


On  April  6,  188  I 
A.D.,  in  the  city  of 
Lugdunum  (now 
Lyon,  France), 

Septimius  Sever- 
us  and  Julia 
Domna  became 
the  parents  of  a 
baby  boy.  They 
named  him  Bas- 
sianus.  Septimius 
Severus  became  emperor  in  193 
A.D.,  and  in  196  A.D.,  when  he  was 
eight  years  old,  Bassianus  was 
given  the  rank  of  Caesar  (Crown 
Prince).  Two  years  later,  he  was 
raised  to  co-emperor.  Not  bad  for  a 
boy  only  10  years  old! 

Bassianus  changed  his  name  to 
Marcus  Aurelius  Antoninus  and 
issued  the  order  that  his  coinage 
show  his  name  as  Antoninus  Pius. 
However,  he  preferred  to  be  called 


Caracalla  and  that  is  how  he  is 
remembered  in  history. 

When  Severus  went  on  an  expedi¬ 
tion  to  Britain  in  208  A.D.,  he  took 
Caracalla,  and  his  younger  son, 
Geta,  with  him,  Caracalla  person¬ 
ally  led  the  campaign  of  210  at  age 
22. 

Septimius  Severus  died  in  211 
A.D.  and  Caracalla  ruled  jointly 
with  Geta  as  set  out  by  Severus. 
Sibling  rivalry  came  to  an  end  in 
February  212  when  Caracalla  or¬ 
dered  the  assassination  of  his  broth¬ 
er  Geta.  To  ensure  his  position  as 
sole  emperor,  Caracalla  had  around 
10,000  prominent  and  distinguished 
Romans  put  to  death.  Many  were 
Geta’s  supporters. 

In  202  A.D.,  when  he  was  14  years 
old,  Caracalla  married  Plautilla,  the 
daughter  of  the  powerful  Pretorian 
Prefect,  Plautianus.  When  Plautia- 
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nus  died  in  205  A.D.,  our  hero,  keep¬ 
ing  in  character,  had  his  wife  ban¬ 
ished  to  the  Lipan  Islands  and  in 
211,  she  was  murdered  on  orders 
from  Caracalla. 

Caracalla’s  reign  not  only  reeked 
of  cruelty  but  also  was  financially 
expensive.  In  the  wars  he  waged,  he 
accomplished  more  by  treachery 
than  by  a  force  of  arms. 

It  was  only  a  matter  of  time  before 
the  reign  of  this  unstable  emperor 
would  be  brought  to  an  end.  Macri- 
nus,  the  Praetorian  Prefect,  insti¬ 
gated  and  ordered  the  murder  of 
Caracalla  because  he  feared  for  his 
own  safety.  It  was  accomplished  on 
April  8,  217  A.D.,  while  Caracalla 
was  traveling  between  Edessa  and 
Carrhae  in  Osroene  near  Mesopo¬ 
tamia  -  now  Iraq. 

Caracalla  wasn’t  all  bad.  About 
the  only  good  he  did  was  to  give  all 
free  inhabitants  of  the  empire,  the 
name  and  privileges  of  Roman  cit¬ 
izenship. 

As  for  the  name  “Caracalla,"  by 
which  this  emperor  was  known, 
well,  it  was  a  “nickname”  derived 
from  the  long  tunic  of  Gallic  origin, 
which  is  called  a  caracalla  and 
which  the  emperor  who  was  born  in 
Gaul  made  as  his  favorite  wearing 
apparel. 

Regarding  his  coinage,  as  a  Cae¬ 
sar  (196-198  A.D.),  only  one  gold 
Aureus  was  minted,  and  in  Very 
Fine  condition,  is  valued  at  around 
$2,250.  At  least  seven  different  silver 
Denarii  were  issued,  and  in  VF,  sell 
for  $22.50  to  $45.  Two  bronze  Sester¬ 
tii  and  one  As  were  struck.  In  fine 
condition,  the  former  sells  at  $100  to 
$115,  while  the  latter  can  be  ob¬ 


tained  for  about  $50. 

As  Augustus  (with  Septimius  Sev- 
erus,  198  to  209  A.D.),  with  Severus 
and  Geta  from  211  to  212,  and  as  sole 
emperor  from  212  to  217  A.D.,  a  gold 
double  Aureus  was  minted  but  is 
extremely  rare.  Three  different  gold 
Aurei  and  a  gold  Quinarius  were 
issued.  In  Very  Fine,  prices  range 
from  $1500  to  $1800. 

Several  different  types  of  silver 
coins  were  minted.  The  Cistophorus 
is  worth  about  $700  in  Very  Fine 
condition.  In  214  A.D.,  Caracalla 
added  GERMANICUS  as  a  title 
after  victories  over  the  Germans. 
And  in  late  214  he  made  the  double 
Denarius  as  a  new  denomination 
and  named  it  after  himself  -  Antoni- 
nianus.  Silver  Antoniniani  sell  at 
prices  ranging  from  about  $50  to 
$150,  with  Denarii  worth  from  $15  to 
$425.  The  Quinarius  has  a  value  of 
$180. 

As  for  bronze  coinage,  Sestertii 
command  higher  prices  as  they  are 
scarcer  than  others.  In  Fine,  they 
are  valued  at  prices  from  $75  to  $525. 
The  Dupondius  can  be  obtained  for 
about  $50.  The  Ases  are  available  at 
prices  starting  at  $50  to  $75. 

When  Elagabalus,  the  self-pro¬ 
claimed  Sun-God,  became  emperor, 
he  ordered  a  silver  Denarius  and  a 
bronze  Sestertius  to  be  issued  to 
commemorate  the  death  of  Caracal¬ 
la.  The  silver  coin  is  worth  about 
$375  in  VF,  and  the  bronze  for  $525 
in  just  Fine  condition. 

Several  different  bronzes  were 
issued  as  Colonial  and  Provincial 
coinage.  They  are  difficult  to  obtain 
in  the  higher  grades.  If  you  merely 
want  one,  you  can  probably  get  the 
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AE  17  to  AE  29,  at  $6  to  $18  in  Fair 
condition. 

Will  Rogers,  the  American  humor¬ 
ist  pol  it  ici  a  n-actor-statesman-etc., 
in  the  1930’s  has  been  credited  with 
saying  he  never  met  a  man  he  didn't 
like.  It  is  obvious  that  Will  had  never 
met  Caracalla! 

My  coin  is  a  silver  Denarius,  sim¬ 
ilar  to  SEAR  #1843,  and  in  VF  condi¬ 
tion,  but  has  a  crack  in  the  planchet. 
The  obverse  side  has  a  laureate  head 
facing  right  and  the  lettering  reads: 
"ANTONINVS  PIVS  AVC,"  (“Em¬ 
peror  Antoninus,  the  Pious").  The 
reverse  has  Security  seated  left  hold¬ 
ing  a  sceptre.  The  lettering  reads 
"PONTIF  TR  P  XII  COS  III” 
(“Chief  Priest  in  Tribunician  Pow¬ 
ers  renewed  12  times,  in  his  third 
Consulship").  The  reverse  side  set 
the  date,  when  the  coin  was  struck, 
as  209  A.D.

WHO  IS  V.D.B.? 

Anyone  who  has  collected  Lincoln 
cents  knows  to  look  on  the  back  of 
the  1909  (first  year  of  issue)  to  see  if 
these  famous  initials  appear.  If  they 
do,  the  collector  knows  that  he  has 
one  of  the  early  strikes  of  the  1909 
one  cent  piece.  The  designer  of  the 
Lincoln  cent,  Victor  David  Brenner, 
placed  his  initials  on  the  bottom  of 
the  reverse  side  in  small  letters,  but 
not  small  enough  to  go  unnoticed. 
Public  indignation  caused  mint  offi¬ 
cials  to  fill  in  the  reverse  die  and 
thus  eliminate  his  initials. 


“STELLA” 

“Stella”  means  star,  and  since 
there  is  a  star  on  the  four  dollar  gold 
piece,  it  is  known  as  a  “stella.”  Ten 
dollar  gold  coins  are  known  as 
eagles:  twenties  are  double  eagles; 
fives,  half  eagles;  two  and  one  eagles 
are  quarter  eagles.

Most  of  the  vacation  is  over  with 
our  return  from  Guatemala.  TNA's 
only  member  in  that  country,  and 
possibly  only  member  in  a  foreign 
country,  sends  his  regards. 

Coin  hunting  there  was  not  great. 
I  did  find  a  nice  eight  real  cob  with 
two  dates  visible.  One,  on  the  ob¬ 
verse,  is  99/8  from  Potosi,  Bolivia 
and  countermarked  with  the  sum 
over  three  volcanos  which  made  it 
legal  tender  in  Guatemala.  A  group 
of  ancients  was  also  purchased  but 
nothing  spectacular.  The  Tetrad- 
rachm  of  Antiachos  VIII  of  Syria 
was  as  I  thought,  a  fake.  Tom  Walker 
will  be  happy  to  see  it. 

A  side  trip  proved  to  be  very  inter¬ 
esting.  I  was  taken  into  the  moun¬ 
tains  by  my  stepson,  Father  Edwin 
Portillo.  This  place  can  only  be 
reached  by  a  4-wheel  drive  using 
double  compound.  I  was  told  that  I 
am  the  first  American  to  be  there. 
The  people  living  there  come  down 
to  Zacapa  about  every  two  weeks  to 
buy  food.  They  carry  it  by  back¬ 


packing  over  this  terrain.  Loads 
weighing  from  70  to  100  pounds  are 
carried  over  mountain  trails  which 
rise  from  600  feet  to  3,600  feet  above 
sea  level  over  a  distance  of  eight 
miles. 

We  visited  the  Castillo  de  San 
Felipe  (Castle  of  St.  Philip)  a  na¬ 
tional  monument.  This  can  be  ac¬ 
cessed  only  by  4-wheel  drive  or  by 
boat.  Most  visitors  use  the  boats  and 
now  I  know  why.  This  is  in  the 
northern  part  of  Guatemala  on  the 
Atlantic  coast. 

By  the  time  this  is  in  print,  ANA 
will  be  the  next  week.  I  am  told  that 
they  are  gearing  up  for  a  grrrrrreat 
time.  It  has  been  almost  70  years 
since  ANA  has  been  held  in  Balti¬ 
more,  Maryland.  ANA  has  bent  the 
arm  of  American  Airlines  forspecial 
convention  rates.  However,  you 
must  know  the  special  file  number 
for  these  special  rates  or  you  will  be 
charged  the  usual.  Hope  to  see  many 
of  you  there.  Let’s  make  ANA  more 
aware  of  Texas.

The  1984  Grand  Gold 
Panda  is  the  largest  legal 
tender  coin  ever  to  be 
minted  in  China,  weighing 
one  troy  pound  of  999  fine 
gold 

An  extensive  number  of  new  gold 
coins  have  already  been  issued  in 
1985,  with  animals  appearing  to  be 
the  popular  theme. 

From  China  comes  the  Grand 
Gold  Panda.  This  is  the  largest  coin 
ever  struck  in  China  and  weighs  one 
pound  troy  (12  troy  ounces)  of  99.9 
per  cent  pur  gold  and  is  70  millime¬ 
ters  in  diameter  and  6  millimeters 
thick.  This  coin  joins  the  rest  of  the 
set  of  gold  coins  featuring  a  seated 
panda  produced  by  the  China  Mint 
Company  of  the  People's  Bank  of 
China. 

Canada  has  issued  a  new  $100 
gold  coin  to  mark  the  100th  anniver¬ 
sary  of  Canada’s  National  Parks, 
the  10th  in  its  $100  gold-coin  series. 
The  coins  shows  a  solitary  bighorn 
sheep  standing  atop  a  cliff  survey¬ 
ing  the  vast  Canadian  wilderness. 
Containing  exactly  one-half  troy 
ounce  pure  gold  it  is  made  from  a 
22-karat  alloy  of  91.7  per  cent  pure 
gold  and  8.3  percent  pure  silver.

Bighorn  sheep  is  the 
theme  animal  for  the  1 985 
Canadian  $100  gold  coin 
commemorating  the  1 00th 
Anniversary  of  Canada's 
National  Parks 

The  Singapore  Mint  announced 
the  second  Singold  Lunar  Series 
commemorating  the  “Year  of  the 
Ox"  which  is  the  second  animal  of 
the  Chinese  Almanac;  it  follows  last 
year's  “Year  of  the  Rat”  series.  The 
obverse  of  the  new  coins  illustrates 
the  famous  fable  of  the  Cowherd  and 
the  Weaving  Maid,  with  the  Cow¬ 
herd  extending  his  arms  to  the 
heavens  in  hope,  while  seated  on  the 
back  of  his  ox. 

A  dragon  being  slain  by  the  Arch¬ 
angel  is  the  theme  of  a  new  one- 
ounce  gold  coin  from  the  Isle  of  Man. 
Called  the  Angel,  it  is  made  from  the 
same  alloy  as  the  Krugerrand,  22- 
karat  gold  or  91.67  percent  pure  gold 
with  the  balance  copper.  It  contains 
exactly  one  ounce  of  pure  gold  and  is 
being  marketed  as  a  bullion  coin. 
The  original  Angel  gold  coin  was 
struck  in  1341  in  France,  was  adopt¬ 
ed  in  1365  and  struck  there  until 
1632.
